WASHINGTON, October 18.—[Special.}— 
From intimations thrown out from the 
white house it is evident that President 
Harrison has turned a complete somer- 
sault on the reciprocity question and that 
he is now the loudest-mouthed hound in 
the reciprocity pack. 

It is learned, on tho authority of a cabi- 
net officer, that he is considering the ad- 
visability of recommending, in his message 
to the fifty-first the reduction 
of certain duties in order that reciprocity 
treaties of a scope and range never con- 
templated by the reciprocity clause in the 
McKinley law may be negotiated. 

When Secretary Blaine first broached his 
dazzling reciprocity scheme and indulged 
his now famous hat-smashing denunciation 
of the McKinley bill it was resisted by 
Major McKinley and his colaborers on 
the ways and means committee as sub- 
versive of the theory of protection. 

Denounced Blaine.

that the whole thing was a trick 
airy nothing without substance which would 
benefit, if it benefitted anybody, not our- 
selves, but the Latin-American countries to 
the south of us. Mr. Harrison also shared 
this opinion of Mr. Blaine’s grand conti- 
nental policy of latitudinal protection and 
longitudinal free trade. In _ statecraft 
and subtlety the president was over- 
matched by his premier. He distrusted Mr. 
Blaine and looked upon the reciprocity 
pro- 
portions. Mr. Blaine made the fight single- 
handed, and as soon as he saw the disposition 
to ‘smother the controversy he fought the 
devil with fire. He appealed to the country 
itt open letters to Senator Hale. The country 
responded, and the popular clamor forced the 
introduction of the reciprocity scheme in the 
tariff bi!l in as restricted and limited a form as 
nossibie. 

He Has Changed His Views. 

Sipce the enactment of the law, however, 
the negotiation of reciprocity treaties, and the 
many evidences of popular favor, Mr. Harrison 
has undergone a complete change of 
mind on the subject, and he now 
favors the opening of the markets 
of the old world, which are far more precious 
to us than those of South America. The 
reciprocity clause of the tariff bill affords a 
chance for reciprocal trade alliances on the 
basis of only coffee, tea, sagar, skins and 
hides. Even these, however, give a chance 
for trade arrangements with European coun- 
tries, as an inconsiderable amount of these 
products comes from Europe or countries over 
which European countries have dominion. 
Take coffee, for instance. Last year 
$106,691 worth of coffee was imported from 
France, $2,076,496 from Germany, $1,438,593 
from England, $,256,979 from the Nether- 
jands and $2,757,876 from the Dutch West 
Indies. Of the sugar imported, $8,589,677 worth 
came from the British West Indies, $4,323,702 
from the British Guineas and $16,031,411 from 
Germany. England also imported $2,316,335 
in hides and skins. 

He Wishes to Secure Trade Concessions. 

Unless some trade arrangemente are entered 
into with these countries by Jauuary 1, 1892, 
the president can reimpose the old duties upon 
these articles. The president now desires to 
take advantage of this clause in every instance 
to secure some trade concession, and moreover, 
to still further extend the scope of the recipro- 
city clause so as to embrace other articles upon 
which tradé alliances can be founded. Just 
where these reductions are to be made is a ques- 
tion undecided. The very fact, however, that 
the administration is now casting around to 
find an opening wedge into the markets of the 
old world isa virtual confessior that the Mc- 
Kinley law is inimical to the fullest develop- 
ments of the commercial interests of the 
country. 

The Warning to “Keep Off the Grass.” 

it is not believed that Mr. Blaine will stand 
calmly by and watch the president or anybody 
elise, take the lead in the extension of the 
reciprocity policy. Indeed, his letter last 
Thursday to the editor of an Ohio newspaper 
is taken here as a sort of warning to tresspass- 
ers to ‘‘keep off the grass.”” Mr. Blaine con- 
siders himself the father of ‘reciprocity as 
much as Morse was the father of telegraphy, 
or Fulton of the steam engine. Whether he 
is acandidate for the presidency or not he 
will undoubtedly guard with jealous care the 
American reciprocity doctrine on which, after 
all, when the final record is made up, he must 
found his title to a full page in history.

An Italian Assassinated in a Saloon in 
New Orleans Yesterday. 


NEw OrLEANS, October 18.—Gaeteno Bar- 
regona, an ktalian lugger owner, was assas- 
sinated Friday night. The affair bears all 
marks of the Mafia. There was a jolly game 
of cards at an Italian saloon, near the French 
market, a quarrel stampeded the players, and 
as the victim reached the door he was riddled 
With bullets. The police have arrested the 
proprietor of the place and several others, but 
there is no proof as to who did the shooting. 
It is a curious fact the Mafia is heard of ex- 
actly a year after Chief Hennessy’s death.

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THE SHIP WENT ASHORE 


And Is Fast Going to Pieces—Part of the 
Crew Sick with the Fever. 


FERNANDINA, Fla., October 18.—The Ger- 
man bark Svlideo Gloria, from Kingston, Ja- 
maica, bound for St. Simon’s, is ashore at the 
mouth of Nasau triver, between Amelia and 
Talbot islands, and is fast going to pieces. 
Last Friday she anchored off Fernandina bar 
and displayed signals of distress. 

When pilots went up to her the captain asked 
fora tug to tow the vessel to the Sapelo quar- 
antine station, saying three of the crew had 
died of fever and two more were then sick. 
He had only five men fit for duty, including 
the cook and himself, and they could not work 
the vessel. Saturday morning the tug Wade 
Hampton went out to take her in tow, but she 
had disappeared and it was not discovered 
until tonight that she was asbore. 

The surviving members of the crew are at 
the house of some colored people on ‘Taibot 
island, and are being closely watched by the 
board of health agents to prevent their 
coming into the city until the nature of their 
malady is learned. The vessel is lying within 
a hundred yards of Amelia island shore, with 
her back broken and the sea breaking over her 
bulwarks. There is no sign of life aboard ex- 
cept two dogs, which were probably left by 
the crew to prevent wreckers from boarding 
and stripping her. Thecrew have made sev- 
eral trips to the wreck in their boats and 
brought ashore their clothingand stores. It is 
probable the board of health will burn the 
yessel as a safeguard against infection. 


THE TOWN IN ARMS,

An Uprising of the Negro Miners in 
Clifton Forge, Va. 


CLirron Fores, Va., Oocstober 18.—The 
entire town is in arms, and pickets posted 
on every outskirt. A squadron of men are on the 
way here from Ronceverte, W. Va., and williarrive 
at ll. o’clock p.m. There has been no direct indi- 
cation of an outbreak, butthe greatest excitement 
prevails. 

Six colored men, engaged in mining, having 
been paid Saturday, appeared in Clifton Forge 
during the day under the influence of liquor, and 
were boisterous and disorderly, threatening to 
take the town. A posse, under charge of. the town 
sergeant, wenttoarrestthem. They resisted, and 
moved off in the direction of Iron Gate, a mile and 
a half distant. A posse followed, when the negroes 
turned and commenced firing. The shots were re- 
turned and one white man, |’. A. Bolling, a rail- 
road brakeman, was instantly killed, while a maa 
named Wilkinson was serousiv injured, and one 
negro killed. Four ofthe negroes were arrested 
and taken to Clifton Forge. About 2 o'clock this 
morning about one hundred men met and de- 
termined to take the prisoners fromjthe jail and 
—_— them. By the use of axes and crowbars the 
doors were opened and the negroes taken out. A 
boy sixteen years old was released and the other 
three takeh toa treea short distance from town 
and hanged. 


ON BOARD THE FLAGSHIP NAIAD. 


At the Elevation of the Host the Guard of 
Honor Kneel and Present Arms. 


New York, October 18°—Archbishop Corri- 
gan celebrated mass at 10 o’clock this morning 
on board the flagship Naiad, of the North At- 
lantic squadron of the French navy, at the re- 
quest of Admiral J. de Caveliex De Cuver- 
ville. The flagship is lying in the North river, 
off Forty-second street. The service was 
celebrated on the upper deck, where 
an altar was erected. The crew of 400 men 
was ranged in form of the three sides of a hol- 
low square, the altar forming the fourth side, 
There was a guard of honor composed of fifty 
marines. 

On the right of the altar were the admiral 
and his staff officers in full uniform, and on 
the left the choir of sailors and boys. The 
archbishop was assisted by Rev. Dr. McDon- 
nell and L’Abbe Dainux, chaplain of the 
Naiad. At the elevation of the host the guard 
of honor knelt and presented arms. 


A DISGRACE TO IRISH JOURNALISM. 


That’s What John Dillon Says the Attacks 
Upon Parnell’s Memory Are, 

Lonvon, October 18.—John Dillon, member 
of parliament for East Mayo, in a speech at 
Dungarven yesterday, explained that he and 
his colleagues were absent from Parnell’s 
funeral in order to prevent unseemly dis- 
order. Hecharged that his opponents hired 
men, whom they plied with drink, to publicly 
call him ‘‘murderer.”” He regretted that such 
devices had debarred him from the 
funeral of the -great illustrious leader 
he loved more than those loudastin their pro- 
fessions of grief. He denounced those who 
are making on the fresh grave a platforin of 
infamous gospel, perpetual hostility and na- 
tional dissension, He hoped that the bitter 
attacks upon Parnell’s memory, such as had 
been printed by The Irish Catholic, which 
were uncatholic, unchristian, and a disgrace 
to Irish journalism, would not be repeated. 
The latter remark created a sensation. 


They Were Wise Men. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., October 18.—[Special.]— 
Members in this city of the Knights of Wise Men, 
a colored national insurance organization, com- 
plain that the death benefits are not paid by the 
general council at Nashville when death assess- 
ments are made. Coupled with these complaints 
it has leaked out that the supreme treasurer of the 
order for the United States has left Nashville, bis 
headqnarters, and steps are now being taken to 
ascertain the condition ofthe Wise Men’s ac- 
count. About three hundred negroes of this city 
‘belong to the organization and, in at least a dozen 
cases, parties entitled to insurance from the order 
have been unable toeven obtain replies to letters 
of inquiry. 

He Believes They Will Unite. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., October 18,—[{Special.]— 
Bishop Isaac W. Joyce in an address here tonight 
said: “J have just returnedfrom Washington. I 
believe the result of the ecumenical council will 
be the unification of all the branches of 
Methodism in England and eventually will unify 
all the Protestant churches in the world that have 
the same doctrines and the same church govern- 
ment.”

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ENGLAND PREPARING 


The British Government Will Send 
- Troops to the Dominion. 


THE FORTIFICATIONS AT HALIFAX 


Being Strengthened, and More Ves- 
sels Will Be Put in the Fleet | 


OF IRONCLADS ON THE GREAT LAKES 


Ifthe United States Abrogates the Agree- 
ment of 1817—The Annexation Move- 
ment Growing Stronger. 


Orrawa, Ont., October 18.—Following close 
upon the announcement that the United States 
government intended to abrogate the agree- 
ment entered into with Great Britain in 3817, 
and place a fleet of gunboats upon the great. 
lakes, came the report today that, at the re-4 
quest of the British government, Lord Stanley 
had demanded an immediate report upon 
the defense of the dominion. Military author- 
ities here naturally attach the sole interest 
as to what the urgency could . be 
that hurriedly called for this information, 
The request of Lord Salisbury was communal: 
cated through Lord Stanley to Premier Ab- 
bett last week and the minister of militia 
promised to have the report ready to be for- 
warded to the British government today. 

For several years past, to use the language 
of a prominent military officer here, the Brit- 
ish bave been hammering at Sir John 
Macdonald to strengthen the defense 
of Canada, that in event of 
trouble the dominion would not | 
be solely dependent upon “Great Britain for 
protection, This request has not been carried 
out to the satisfaction of the British govern- 
ment. It is stated on the highest authority 
that the officer commanding the dominion 
forces, General Herbert, was sent out to Can- 
ada to investigate the actual state of affairs, 
which duty his predecessors appear to have 
neglected. That the relations existing between 
General Herbert and the minister of mili- 
tia, Sir Adolph Caron, are somewhat strained 
as a result, in an open secret. Thare appears 
to be little doubt that it is the intention of the 
British government to send several regiments 
to Canada shortly. This has been in con- 
templation for some time Again, fortifica- 
tions at Halifax, still under control of the im- 
perial authorities, are being strengthened. 
The same policy is to be carried 
out in. British Columbia, but there is 
some hitch between the home and 
Canadian authorities as to the outlay it will 
involve. The naval dockyard at Esquimalt, 
on the Pacitic coast, was jointly constructed 
by the British and dominion governments, but 
it has been reported by the home authorities 
that it is seriously defective in many par- 
ticulars. 

Speaking on the question of defense today, a 
prominent otticial of the government said that 
the moment the United Sta OMSL Re 
abrogated © oo a ent 1817, 
which restricted the  nayal forces of 
both Canada and the United States on the 
great lakes to four vessels each, no vessel to 
exceed one hundred tons burden, armed with 
one eighteen-pound gun, and increased the 
strength of the fleet on these waters, Great 

sritain would run up the fleet of her ironclads 
to keep them company. 

It has been suggested that England has be- 
come alarmed at the strong annexation move- 
ment which appears to have seized her sub- 
jects in Canada, andis going to take precau- 
tionary measures, if necessary at tbe point of 
the bayonet, to prevent further development. 


Question. 


Paris, October 18.—When the senate tariff 
committee begins debate on the proposition to 
remove the prohibition of importation of Amer- 
ican pork, the ultra-protectionist members will 
attempt to secure an adverse report on the 
scheme. Neither M. Jules Ferry nor M. 
Tirard, who are both members of this impor- 
tant committee, are very sanguine 
that the proposal can be car- 
ried. M. Milland, another member] of the 
committee, told an Associated Press repre- 
sentative today that he thought the bill would 
ultimately prevail in spite of the tendencies of 
the ultra-protectionists, but it would not go 
through without a great deal of opposition. 
Personally he was on the side of the govern- 
ment in its wish to satisfy the demands of the 
United States. The recent quarrel of M. 
Ferry with the committee has not tended to 
smooth the way to the removal of the decree 
agaiust the admission of American pork, but 
quite to the contrary. 

Yesterday M. Reinach, supporting the posi- 
tion taken by M. Ferry, called the reactionists 
in the committee a “‘collection of little fools,’’ 
thus adding increased bitterness to the dispute. 

Mr. Whitlaw Reid, American minister, 
found it advisable to call upon M. Ferry yes- 
terday evening. Mr. Reid found him hopeful 
of success in overcoming the opposition to M. 
Reinach. M. Keinach says that if the 
senaie allows itself to be influenced by the 
course the committee seems bent upon pursu- 
ing, the protectionist cause itself will be com- 
promised gravely. There must be either a 
moderate protection or none at all. 

New York, October 18.—President Louis 
Connenein, of the Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce, today received a cablegram from the 
president of the Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce, stating that the cabinet ministry at 
Rome had unanimously decided to abolish the 
decree against American pork. <A _ proclama- 
tion will be issued to that effect by the Italian 
government.

SANTIAGO, October 18.—The general election 
occurred throughout Chile today (Sunday.) So 
far as known there were no disturbances. The 
electors were chosen today who will select a presi- 
dent next month. There is no indication yet as to 
who will be elected, and no candidates yet have 
been announced, The clerical party claim that 
they have secured a majority in the house of 
deputies, and the senate will probably be con- 
trolled by the liberals. The exact resuit will not 
be known for several days. There was a street 
parade of troops today.

WHISKY DRANK BY THE BREATH, 


The Only Place a Man Can Get 
Drunk for 10 Cents. 


A POPULAR BOHEMIAN RESTAURANT, 


a 


A Hashery Where Religion Is a Necessity. 
The Peculiar Vernacular of 
the Waiters. 


New York, October 18.—[{Specia].]|—The 
odd features of New York life are rarely 
found on the great business thoroughfares. 
It is on the side streets and in the almost 
unknown nooks and corners that they 
exist, aud when found they make an in- 
teresting study. 

Down on South street, in a locality fre- 
quented by thieves, thugs and saiiors, there is 
& little saloon down in a dark basement called 
“Happy Moments.” There is no bar 
and all the fixtures of the ordinary saloon 
are absent. Around the walls of the room 
barrels and kegs of whisky stand in rows, 
and from the bung of each barrel hangs a 
short rubber tube. 

“All the whisky you can drink at one 
breath for 10 cents,’ is the sign that con- 
fronts the customer as soon as he enters 
the room. The customer pays his 10 
cents, always in advance, and then he 
puts the end of a rubber tube in his 
mouth and is entitled todrink as long as 
he can hold his breath. When he pauses 
for breath his time is up and he must 
pay again before he can drink any more. 
The barkeepers, who are also the bouncers, 
closely watch every customer while he is 
drinking. An order to “break away 
there!’’ means that some thirsty customer 
has caught his breath without releasing 
the tube from his mouth. If he does not 
promptly obey the order to break away 
he will probably be thrown into the street. 
The whisky is so bad that only a man 
with a fire-proof throat and stomach can 
drink more than one small swallow of it 
without pausing for breath and cold water. 
But some of the old topers of the east 
side can swallow enough of the vile stuff 
at one pull to make them beastly drunk. 
This saloon is the only 
New York where a man can get drunk for 
10 cents. The name of thé place, ‘‘Happy 
Moments Saloon,” is suggested by the idea 
[that the happiest moments in the life of an 
old toper are those in which he can drink 
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one in 


all the whisky he wants for 10 cents. 
A Famous Restaurant. 

Over on the west side, in the French 
quarter, there is an odd little restaurant, 
much frequented by bohemian men 
about town, who are always in 
search of something new and novel. The 
restaurant is owned by an old Frenchman 
who is his own steward and cook. In the 
latter work he is ably assisted by his wife. 
The restaurant is in a basement. It is a 
little low-ceiled, dingy-looking place furn- 
ished with a few plain pine tables and 
chairs. An jopen door leads to the kitchen 
and the dishes are piled on a table by this 
door. There are no waiters. Customers walk 
right into the kitchen withont cere- 
mony and give their orders. They 
call for what they want and explain how they 
want it cooked. Then, if they wish, they can 
stand by the range and watch the cooking. 
When the dish is done to their taste they take 
their plate, knife and fork and carry them to 
one of the little tables. When the meal 
is finished, the customer goes into the 
kitchen to pay his bill. The little 
restaurant owes its reputation to the 
wonderful black coffee made by its 
proprietor, and the real Frenchy way in which 
he makes soups and cooks steak and garlic. 
The place has a reguiarrun of customers, 
most of them Frenchmen. The prices are 
very low and certain dishes are prepared ina 
way not equaled by any other restaurant in 
the city. 

And This Is a Religious Hashery. 

On Park row there is a restaurant or ‘‘hash- 
ery,’’ as its customers cail it, where 3,000 peo- 
ple swaliow lunch every day between the 
hours of 12and and 2 o’clock p,. m. They lit- 
erally swallow lunch, they do not eat it 
because to eat implies some degree of masti- 
cation. The people who swallow lunch there 
have no time to masticate food in the middle 
ofthe day. The hashery is renowned for its 
religious features. All the waiters are girls 
and they are required to attend a prayer meet- 
ing which is conducted in the restaurant every 
morning. Absence from prayer meeting 
means a fine of 25 cents. The walls of the place 
are covered with handsomely framed verses and 
quotations from the Bible, mixed with 
placards relating to the bill of fare. “Blessed 
are the meek, for they shall inherit the earth,’’ 
in gilt letters and a gilt frame hangs between 
two placards, which read, ‘‘Oysters in Every 
Style,” “‘Hot Mince Pies.” 

As time is money in this place, the waiters 
are taught a cipher system of giving their 
orders, which saves many words but is rather 
mystifying to the customer. ‘'Vermont, 
draw one,” means hot buckwheat 
cakes, manle syrap and: a cup 
of coffee. “Chicago and Boston” means 
corned beef and Boston baked beans. “ ’Snatti 
(Cincinnati) and Boston’ means pork and 
Boston beans. “Ham an’ ” conveys an order 
for ham and eggs forone. ‘One shell” means 
one dozen oysters on the half shell. 

Where Conscience Is the Only Guide. 

The owners of this place conduct another 
hostlery on Nassau street, where the religious

There are no waiters and no bills of 
fare. Little cards on the wall 
give the prices of the pies, cakes, 
coffee, etc., that are piled on the counters, hel Pp 
themselves to whatever they want and then 
pay the cashier at the door. They receive no 
checks andif a hungry customer eats two 
dollars’ worth of food and pays 25 cents, not a 
word is said. He is left to settle the balance 
with his conscience.

The enterprising druggist is making a 
fortune manufacturing and selling the stuff, 
for which he finds plenty of customers. It is 
the proper thing in New York to go to the sea- 
shore or the country every summer long 
enough to get thoroughiy sunburned. Late in 
August and early in September people who 
cannot show well-tanned hands and faces are 
mere nobodies. A bottle of complexion tan is 
about ninety-nine dollars cheaper than two 
weeks at the seashore. The stuff gives the 
skin a natural-looking tan which washes off 
by slow degrees, just asthe genuine article 
gradually yields tocream and shade. Many 
people who cannot afford,a trip to the sea- 
shore now use the manufactured tan, and 
easily deceive their more fortunate friends. 

The Paradise of Politicians. 

New York is the paradise of politicians. It 
is here that politics is a profession. Men 
who are in politics have little time for busi- 
ness. There are so-called business men’s dem- 
ocratic and republican clubs here, but proba- 
bly in no other city in the country do business 
men take so little interest in local political 
matters and have so little influence and power. 
The candidates for office are never selected 
from among basiness men or with a view of 
pleasing the business element of the voters. 
Among the present municipal officials of this 
city there is only one man occupying an office 
of importance who can be ciassed as a busi- 
ness men. The only business experience 
the majority of them have ever 
had was aas_ saloon keepers and 
street car drivers and conductors. The much- 
talked-of Wall street power in politics is never 
felt in local affairs. A. man whoowns a saloon 
on a prominent corner down onthe east side 
has more political influence than half a dozen 
Wall street millionaires. There is money in 
politics in thiscity. There are hundreds of 
inen here who live wel! all the time and they 
have no visible means of support except & 
political pull. There are hundreds of others 
holding offices that pay from two to five thou- 
sand dollars a year salary, who spend for their 
household and personal expenses from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars a year, and no man 
would dare intimate that they stole anything. 
The difference betareen what they earn and 
what they spend is the value of a political pull.

A Rare Collection of Gems Are on 
Exhibition 


AT THE SOUTHERN EXPOSITION. 


An Opinion That Will Affect a Thousand 
People—The Number of Alliance- 
men inthe State. 


RALEIGH, N. C., October 18,—[Special.]~ 
The conference of leading democrats which 
was held here was one of the largest 
and most important held in years. Nominally 
it was a meeting of the democratix state execu- 
tive committee; really it was a conference. It 
was intended to stop any conflict inside the 
party ; to neutralize the impending third party. 
some of the best men in the state 
were in the meeting. The alliance was well 
represented. The speeches were more conser-. 
vative in tone than some thought they might 
be. Alliancemen who were seen yesterday in 
great numbers also talked in a conservative 
way. Harmony is a necessity. Some leading 
republicans ate here trying to find any cracks 
in the democratic armor. The republicans in 
this state are fast getting into the condition of 
their party in Georgia, and are very glad to en- 
courage any side issues which by any chance 
may advance any of their interests. 

Two men to whom much of the republican 
bad feeling and failure is due are here. They 
are J. J. Mott and John B. Eaves. For years 


each has sought to lead the party his way. The’ 


result is that in each campaign the defeat 
becomes greater. 
The Commander of the Veterans. 

General Robert Ransom, of New Berne, bee 
comes the commander of the North Carolina 
Confederate Veterans’ Association. He is a 
younger brother of the senator. He was con- 
sidered one of the best horsemen in the old 
army, and at Warrenton organized the famous 
First North Carolina cavalry, the finest com- 
mand of its kind in the service, as thousands 
of soldiers will attest. General Ransom is now 
in charge of the improvements of the Neuse 
and Trent rivers. He was spoken of yesterday 
at the veterans’ reunion as (the best all-round 
soldier in the North Carolina service. 

Captain W. P. Shaw tells a very remark- 
able story of the organization and disbandment 
of his company. In 1562 it was mustered in at 
Ahoskie church, Bertie county. It sur. 
rended at Appomattox and he then marched 
all the way back to Ahoskiv, where on the 20th 
of April, 1865, he disbanded-the organization. 
Was there another case of the kind? 

Some North Carolina Gems. 

,One of the many interesting things at the 
Southern exposition, now in progress here, 
is the collection of North Carolina gems. The 
rarity of these is surpassed by their beauty. 
Tie diamond and tts*twin sister, the hid- 
denite are shown. The latter is named for 
William Earl Hidden, formeriy Edison’s 
right-hand man. Hidden now livesin Alex. 
ander county, where he has mines out of which 
he takes only gems; not one kind, but many 
kinds. It is, the most roman- 
tic mining in all the world. He never knows 
what may turn up. The gems are in little 
pockets in the stone and must be sought for 
with extreme care. He has everything he 
gets sold long in advance to people in all parts 
of the world. 

The exposition has grown wonderfully. It 
isa goodone. Itis worth seeing. Georgia’s 
department has some additions. 
ginia has grown greatly during the past week. 

The directors of the state fair met last even- 
ing and adopted resolutions endorsing F. B. 
Chilton and John T. Patrick, ef the Southern 
exposition, in the strongest terms. Both men 
have worked hard. They understood that 
when the representative states of the 
south pledged themselves to make the 
exhibits of the products, these states would 
back up that event with money and influence, 
but not one gave a dollar and the exposition 
today is made by the people directly.

He Tackles the City Administrators of 
Augusta, 


AND SAILS INTO THE LIQUOR MEN. 


He Will Jump on the “King Solomon” 
Show in His Sermon 
Next Week. 


Avcusta, Ga., October 18.—[Special.]— 
Rev. W. W. Wadsworth has stirred Augusta 
tonight by his bold talk on the liquor traffic 
in this city. The church was crowded, for the 
sermon had been extensively advertised. 

His text was: ‘‘Woe to him that buildeth a 
town with blood and establisheth a city by 
iniquity.’”’ He did exactly as he had previ- 
ously announced that he would do—he han- 
dled the subject without gloves. He jumped 
onto the city administration, and Mayor May 
in particular; the barrooms, police commis- 
sioners, policemen, and last, but not least, the 
Commercial Club. He said if there ever 
was a city that had exalted privileges, it 
was Augusta. Though the church he 
was speaking in was nearly one hnun- 
dred years old, there were 15,000 
people here who had never darkened the doors 
of the church. ‘The records show there were 
158 licensed barroom in Augusta, which. does 
not incinde the piaces run without licenses, 
such as drug stores, commercial clubs and 
blind tigers. These 158 arrooms’ daily in- 
come would average $20 a day each, which 
amounted to over $500,000 a year, which was 
more than the city’s total income from all 
sources, andl averaged 316.25 for every man, 
woman and child ior liquor, or $100 for every 
family of six. He said the city administra- 
tion had caught and favored the liquor trattic so 
as to perpetuate its-power in the council. Up 
to a short time ago the Hquor men 
were only charged $75 a year to 
murder men and women, souls and bodies. 
He charged the city government with having 
favored low jicense, and said he had been told 
that there was only one man who held a 
city ofice on McIntosh street, who was not 
a liquor man, and that the lone star was a 
preacher. 

He next tackled the board of police com- 
ynissioners and said there were two out of the 
tive nembers liquor menand the mayor comes 
inand makes three, and spoke of the incon- 
sistency of the board requiring Voliceman 

feaver to give up his barroom when two out 

of the tive commissioners kept barrooms them- 
selves. At least one third of the liquor li- 
censes were issued to foreigners and 
that the names ef one third of the 
police were foreign names, and 
that this was the first time Augusta had a 
sober chief since the war. He was reliably 
informed that some members of the police 
force have an agreement with some barkeep- 
ers to give them iree drinks when on duty,and 
some of them patrol their beats almost intox- 
icated. 

He next jumped on Mayor May for being 
Jenient on barkeepers and remitting fines 
when imposed unon them for a violation of 
the Sunday law. He says Mayor May is a vio- 
lator of the jaw and «criminal for the reduc- 
tion of barkeepers’ tines from $100 to S50, 
when the city law says the fine shall be $100. 
He says the mayor does it tocatch the liquor 
men’s support st clections. 

We said Mr. May was an open patron of the 
bars and a self-confessed gambler; that last 
vear when the grand jury was investigating 
gambling in Augusta Mr. May admitted he 
had gambled, but as so much fuss was made 
about it he quit it. 

Mr. Wadcs-vorth stated to his congregation, 
when he saidthat he had been told by two 
reputab!e citizens that a few nights ago when 
Major Alexander was nominated for mayor by 
the reformers in opposition to Mr. May, that 
Mayor May received the news inthe room in 
which he was yainbling with voung men, and 
that the boys around the table drank to Mr. 
Nay’s success. 

He next spoke about 'the disgraceful char- 
acter of our public eiections, in which he said 
whisky and mouey wers usedjtocarry the day. 

Mr. Wadsworth next paid his respects to 
the Commercial Club, which he said was made 
up of 200 zentiemen, the most prominent citi- 
vensand leading business men of our city, who 
are engayed in runuing a barroom. He said 
some of these gentlemen drink !ike fishes, and 
that the club was a place where young men’s 
morals were ruined. He said the drinking 
in this club raises the average of money ex- 
pended in Apgusta from sixteento forty dol- 
iarsa head. Hecalled the council’s atten- 
tion to the fact that the worst feature of the 
Commercial Club was that it was a Sunday 
bar and an unlicensed bar, but all this is coun- 
tepanced because itis said the members are 
gentlemen, but he called thein violators of the 
law. He said the chief attraction of the Com- 
mercial Ciub was the bar, but 
they say thev have pool and 
billiard rooms for the amusement of members, 
and have a reading room filled with newspa- 
pers. He said he expected they also had some 
three by four inche§ spotted papers there also, 
and that this club had done more barm than 
any ten barrooms in Augusta, and it is the 
worst foe the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion has. 

Mr. Wadsworth says his lecture was not a 
political issue, but to try and destroy the pre- 
dominating evil that is cursing this land, 
Augusta in particular. Next Sunday night 
he will tackle King Solomon in Atlanta and 
the proposed kirmess to be held at the An- 
gustaexposition and other bad things going 
on in Augusta.

‘*Tobacco, as all good farmers know, will be- 
come thin and Jight after a rain, but will 
thicken and become heavy after a heavy fall 
of dew. 

“‘I will take pleasure in exhibiting my sam- 
ples to the good citizens of Georgia whenever 
an opportune occasion presents itself.’’

The Opelika bouse was one of the city’s old 
landmarks, and was one of the best hotels in 
the state. It was owned and managed by 
Messrs. 5. A. and lL. M. Cooper, sons of the 
late Mr. B. Y. Cooper. The total value of the 
hote] and contents was $21,000. It was in- 
sured for $11,500, a little over half its value. 
The insurance was divided up in ten or twelve 
companies aud none of them will Jose much. 
Mr. B. A. Cooper had about one thonsand tive 
hundred dollars’ worth offurniture stored in 
one of the basement rooms which was entirely 
destroyed, with only $500 insurance on it. ‘The 
three wooden buildings above mentioned were 
worth about four hundred dollars each with no

np Talmage Delivers a Sermon on His 
Experiences in the East. 


wusT HE SAW IN EGYPT AND GREECE, 


How He Ascended the Pyramids-—The 
; Magnificent View from the 
Top of Them. 


BROOKLYN, October 18.—[Special.|—-The 
vast congregation at the Brooklyn 
tabernacle morning was delighted 
by au exquisite rendering, by Tro- 
fessor Henry Evre Browne, on the new 
organ of Denier’s second sonata in G. Dr. 
Talmage’s sermon was the first of a series he 
intends preaching on his eastern tour, en- 
titled, “rom the Pyramids to the Acropolis, 
or What I Saw in Egypt and Greece Contirm- 
atory of the Scriptures.” His text was’ Isaiah 

P xix, 19-20: ‘‘Inm that day shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of the land of 
Egypt and apillar at the border thereof to 
the Lord. And it sha)l be for a sign and fora 


witness.”’ 

Isaiah no doubt here refers to the great 
pyramid at Gizeh, the chief pyramid of Egypt. 
The text speaks of a pillar in Egypt, and this 
js the greatest pillar ever lifted; and the text 
says it is to be at the border of the land, and 
this pyramid is at the border of the land; and 
the text savs it shall be fora witness, and the 
object of this sermon is to tell what this pyra- 
This sermon is the first of a 
course Of serinons entitled, ‘‘From the Pyra- 
mids tothe Acropolis, or What I Saw in 
Egypt and Greece Confirmatory of the 
Seriptures.’’ 

We had on é morning of December, 1889, 
landed in Africa. Amid the howling of boat- 
men at Alexandria we had come ashore and 
taken the railtrain for Cairo, Egypt, along the 
banks of the most thoroughly harnessed river 
of all the worid—the river Nile. We had, at 
even-tide, entered the city of Cairo, the city 
where Christ dwelt while staying in Egypt 
during the Llerodic persecution. It was our 
night in Egypt. No destroying angel 
sweeping through as once, but all the stars 
were out, and the skies were filled with angels 
of beauty and angels of light, and the air was 
balmy as an American June. 

The next morning we were early awake and 

the window, looking upon palm trees in 
full glory of leafage, and upon gardens of 
fruits and flowers, at .he very season when our 
homes tar away are canopied by bleak skies, 
and the last leaf of the forest has gone down 
in the equinoctials, 

But how can I describe the thrill of ex- 
peciation, for today we are to see what all 
the world has seen or wants to see—the pyra- 
mids. We are mounted for an hour and a 
half’s ride. Wepass on amid bazaars stuffed 
with rungs and carpets, and curious fabrics of 
all sorts from Smyrna, from Algiers, from 
Persia, from Turkey, and through streets where 
we meet people of all colors and all garbs, 
carts loaded with garden productions, priests 
in gowns, women in black veils, Bedouins in 
long and seemingly supertiuous apparel, 
Janissaries in jacket of embroidered .go!d— 
out and on toward the great pyramid; for 
though there are sixty-nine pyramids still 
standing, the pygamid at Gizeh 1s the monarch 
of pyramids. We meet camels grunting under 
their load, and see buffaloes on either side, 
browsing in pasture fields. The road we travel 
isfor part of the way under the clumps of 
acacia, and by long rows of sycamore and 
tamerisk, but after awhile itis a path of rock 
and sand, and we find we have reached 
the margin of the desert, the great 
Sahara desert, and we cry out to 
the dragoman as we see a huge pile of rock 
looming upin sight: ‘*‘Dragoman, what is 
that?” His answer is: ‘The pyramid,”’ 
and then it seemed as if we were living a cen- 
tury every minute. Our thoughts and emo- 
tious were to rapid and intense for utterance, 
aud we ride on in silence until we come to the 
foot of the pyramid spoken of in the text, the 
oldest structure in all the earth, four thousand 
years old at least. Here it is. We stand 
under the shadow of a structure that shuts out 
all the earth and all the sky and we look up 
and strain our vision to appreciate the distant 
top, and are overwhelmed while we cry ‘'The 
pyramid! The pyramid!’’ 

I had started that morning with the deter- 
mination of ascending the pyramid. One of 
my chief objects in going to Egypt was not 
only to see the base of that granite wonder, 
but to stand on the top ofit. Yet, the nearer 
I came to this eternity in stone the more my 
determination was shaken. Its altitude to me 
Was simply appalling. A great height has al 
ways been to mea most disagreeable sensa- 
tion. As we dismounted at the base of the 
are I said, ‘‘Others may go up it, but not 

. I will satisfy myself with a view from the 
base. The ascent of it would be to me a fool- 
hardy undertaking.’”’ But after I had given 
up all idea of ascending, I found my daughter 
was determined to go, and I could not let her 
go with strangers, and I changed my mind, 
and we started with guides. Itcannot be done 
without these helpers. Two or thre etimes 
foolhardy men have attempted it alone, but 
their bodies came tumbling down unrecog- 
nizable and lifeless. Each person in our party 
had two or three guides or helpers. One of 
them unrolled his turban and tied it around 
my waist, and he held the otber end of his 
turban as a2 waiter of safety. Many 
pf the blocks of stone are four or five 
feet high and beyond any ordinary buman 
stride unless assisted. But, two Arabs to pull 
and two Arabs to push, I found myself rap- 
idly ascending from height to height, and on 
to altitudes terrific, and at last at the tip top 
we found ourselves on a level space about 
thirty feet square. Through clearest atmos- 
phere we looked off upon the desert, and off 
upon the winding Nile, and off upon the 
Sphinx with its features of everlasting stone, 
and yonder upon the minarets of Cairo glitter- 
ing inthe sun, and yonder upon Memphis in 
ruins, and off upon the wreck of 
empires and the battlefields of ages, 
a radius of view enough to fill the 
mind and shock the nerves and overwhelm 
one’s entire being. 

After looking around for a while, and a 
&odak had pictured the group, we descended. 
The descent was more trying than thefascent; 
for climbing you need not see the depths be- 
neath, but coming down it was impossible not 
to see the abysms below. But two Arabs 
ahead to help us down, and two Arabs to hold 
us back, we were lowered, hand below hand, 
until the ground was invitingly near, and 
amid the jargon of the Arabs we were safely 
Janded. Then came one of the most wonder- 
ful feats of daring and agility. One of the 
Arabs solicited a dollar, saying he would run 
up and down the pyramidsin seven minutes. 
We would rather have given him a dollar not 
to go, but this ascent and descent in seven 
minutes he was determined on, and so by the 
watch in seven minutes he went to the top 
and was back again at the base. It Was a 
bloodcurdling spectacle. 

1 said the dominant colorof the pyramid 
Was gray, but in certain lights it seems to 
shake off the gray of centuries and become a 
blonde, and the silver turns to the golden. It 
covers thirteen acres of ground. What an 
antiquity! It was at least two thousand years 
old when the baby Christ was carried within 
sight of it by His tugitive parents, Joseph and 
Mary. The storms of forty centuries have 
drenched it, bombarded it, shadowed it, flashed 
upon it, but there it stands ready to take 
another forty centuries of atmospheric attack 
if the world should continue to exist. The 
oldest buildings of the earth are juniors to this 
great senior of the centuries. erodotus says 
that for ten years preparations were being 
made for the building of this pyramid. It has 
$2,111,000 cubic feet of masonry. One hundred 
thousand workmen at onetime toiled in its 
erection. To bring the stone from the 
quarries & causeway sixty feet wide was 
built. The top stones were lifted Dy 
machinery such as the world knows noth- 
ing oftoday. Itis746 feet each side of the 
Square base. ‘The structureis 450 feet high, 
higher than the cathedrals of Cologne, Stras- 
burg, Rouen, St. Peter’s and St. Paul’s. No 
surprise to me that it was put at the head of 
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the seven wonders of the world. It haga sub- 


terraneous room of red, granite called the 

king’s chamber,” and another room zalled 
the ‘‘queen’s chamber,” and the probability is 
that there are other rooms yet unexplored. 
The evident design of the architect was to 
make these rooms as inaccessible as possible. 
After all the work of exploration and all the 
digging and blasting, if you wonld enter these 
subierraneous rooms you must go through a 
passage only three feet eleven inches high 
and less than four feet wide. A sarcoph- 
agus of red granite stands down under 
this mountain of masonry. The sarcophagus 
could not have been carried in after the pyra- 
mid was built. It must have been put there 
before the structure was reared. Probably in 
that sarcophagus once lay a wooden coftin 
containing a dead king, but time has de- 
stroyed the coftin and destroyed the last ves- 
tige of human remains. For three thousand 
years this sepulchral room was unopened, and 
would have been until today, probably, un- 
opened had not a superstitious impression got 
abroad that the heart of the pyramid was filled 
with silver and gold and diamonds, and under 
Al Mamoun an excavating party went to work, 
and having bored and biasted through a hun- 
dred feet of rock they found ne opening ahead 
and were about to give up the attempt when 
the workmen heagl a stone roll down into 
a seemingly hollow place, and  encour- 
aged by that they resumed their work and 
came into the underground rooms. The dis- 
appointment of the "workmen in finding the 
sarcopbagus empty of all silver and gold and 
preeious stones was so great that they would 
have assassinated Al Mamoun, who employed 
them, had he not hidin another part of the 
pyramid as much silver and gold as would 
pay them for their work at ordinary rate of 
wages, and induced them there to dig till they, 
to their surprise, Came upon adequate com- 
pensation. 

I wonder not that this mountain of lime- 
stone and red granite has been the fascination 
of scholars, of scientists, of intelligent Chris- 
tians in allages. Sir John Herschel, the as- 
tronomer, said he thought it had astronomical 
significance. The wise men who accompanied 
Napoleon’s army into Egypt went into pro- 
found study of the pyramid. ln 1865, Pro- 
fessor Smyth and his wife lived in the empty 
tombs near by the pyramid that they might 
be as continuously as possible close to the pyr- 
amid which they were investigating. The 
pyramid, built more than four thousand years 
ago, being a complete geometrical figure, wise 
men have concluded it must have been di- 
vinely constructed. Man came through thou- 
sands of years to fine architecture, to music, to 
painting, but this was perfect at the world’s 
start, and God must have directed it. Al! as- 
tronomers and geometricians and scientists say 
that it Was scientifically and mathematically 
constructed before science and mathematics 
were born. From theinscriptions on the pyra- 
mid, from its proportions, from the points of 
the compass recegnized in its structure, from 
the direction in which its tunnels run, from 
the relative position of the blocks that com- 
pose it, scientists, Christians and infidels have 
demonstrated that the being who planned this 
pyramid must have known the world’s spher- 
icity, and thatits motion was rotatory, and 
how many miles it wasin diameter and cir- 
cumference, and how many tons the 
world weighs, and knew at what point in 
the heavens certain stars would appear 
at certain periods of time. Not in the 
four thousand years since the putting up of 
that pyramid has a single fact in astronomy or 
mathematics been found to contradict the 
wisdom of that structure. Yet they had notat 
the age when the pyramid was started an 
astronomer or an architect or a mathematician 
worth mentioning. Who then placed the 

yramid? Who superintended its erection ? 
Vho from its first foundation stone to its cap- 
stone erected everything’ It must have been 
God. Isaiah was right when he saidin my 
text “A pillarshall be atthe border of the 
land of Egypt, and it shall be fora sign and a 
witness.”” The pyramid is God’s first Bible. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, of years before the 
first line of the Book of Genesis was written, 
the lesson of the pyramid was written. 

Well, of what is this Cyclopean masonry a 
sign and a witness? Among other things: of 
the prolongation of human work compared 
with the brevity of human life. In all the 
four thousand years this pyramid has only lost 
eighteen feet in width, one side of ita square 
at the base changed only from seven hundred 
and sixty-four feet to seven hundred and forty- 
six feet, and the most of that eighteen feet 
taken off by architects to furnish stone for 
building in the city of Cairo. The men who 
constructed the pyramid worked at it only a 
few years, and then put down the trowel and 
the compass and the square and lowered the 
derrick which had lifted the ponderous 
weights; but forty centuries has their work

So men die but their work lives on. Weare 


all building pyramids not to last four thousand | 


years, but forty thousand, forty million, forty 
trillion, forty quadriilion, forty quintillion. 
For a while we wield the trowel or pound 
with the hammer or measure with the yard- 
stick or write with the pen, orexperiment with 
the scientific battery, or plan with the brain, 
sud for a while the foot walks and the eye 
sees, and the ear hears and the tongue speaks. 
All the good words or bad words we speak are 
spread out into one layer fora pyramid. All 
the kind deeds or malevolent deeds we do are 
spread out into another layer. Ail the Chris- 
tian or unchristian example we set is spread 
out in another layer. Then the, time soon 
comes when we put down the implement of 
toil and pass away, but the pyramid stands. 
The twentieth century will not rock it 
down nor thirtieth century nor the 
one hundredth century. The earthquake that 
rocks this world to pieces will not stop our in- 
fluence for good or evil. You modestly say: 
‘‘Thatis truein regard to the great workers 
for good or evil, and of gigantic geniuses, Mil- 
tonian or Talleyrandian, but not of me, for I 
live and work on a small scale.’’ My hearer, 
remember that those who built the pyramids 
werecommon workmen. Not one of them 
could lift one of those great stones, It took a 
dozen of them to lift one stone and others eg 
wielded a trowel clicking it on the hard edge, 
or smoothing the mortar between the layers. 
One hundred thousand men toiled on those 
sublime elevations. Ili one of those granite 
blocks that I just touch with my feet on this 
December morning in 1889 as the two Arabs 
pull me and the two other Arabs push me, 
could speak out and tell its history it would 
say: ‘The place of my nativity was down in 
the great stone quarry of Mokattam or Ags- 
wan. Then they began to bore at my sides, 
then to drive down great iron wedges, crush- 
ing against me till the whole quarry quaked 
and thundered. ThenI was pried out with 
crowbars and levers, scores of men putting 
their weight on the leverage. Then chains 
were put around me and | was hoisted with 
wheels that groaned under the weight, and 
many workmen had their hands on the cranks, 
and turned until the muscles in their arms 
stood out in ridges, and the sweat rolled from 
theirtiusky foreneads. Then I was drawn by 
long teams of oxen, yoke after yoke, yoke 
after yoke. Then I was put on an inclined 
plane and hauled upward and how many iron 
ae and how many human arms, and how 
inany beasts of burden were employed to get 
me to this place no one can tell. Then I had 
to be measured, and squared, and compassed, 
and fitted in before 1 was left here to do my 
silent work of thousands of years. God only 
knows how many hands were busied in getting 
me from my geological cradle in the quarry to 
this enthroneinent of innumerable ages.”” My 
hearers, that is the autobiography of one block 
of the pyramid. Cheops didn’t build the 
pyramid. Some boss mason in the world’s 
twilight didn’t build the pyramid. One hun- 
dred thousand men built it, and perhaps, from 
first to last, 200,000 men. So with the pyra- 
mids now rising—pyraniids of evil or pyramids 
of good. 1e pyramid of drunkenness rising 
ever since the time when Noah got drunk on 
wine, although there was at his time such a 
superabundance of water. All the saloonists 
of the ages adding their layers of ale casks 
and wine pitchers and rum jugs until the 
pyramid overshadows the great Sahara desert 
of desolated homes and broken hearts and 
destroyed eternities. And as the pyramid 
still rises, layers of htman skulls piled on top 
of human skulls and other mountains of 


people are

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hands octogenarian, masculine hands, female 
hands, strong hands, weak hands. Some 
clanging a trowel, some pulling a rope, some 
measuring the sides. Layers of psalm books 
on top of layers of sermons.

s of thousands coming down to sleep their 
last sleep, but other hundreds of thousands 
going up to‘take their places, and the pyra- 
mids wiil continue to rise until the millennial 
morning gilds the completed work, and the 
toilers on these heights shall take otf their 
aprons and throw down their trowels, crying, 
"It is finished.” 

Your business and mine is not to build a 
pyramid but to be one of the hundreds of 
thousands who shall ring a trowei, or pull a 
rope or turn the crank of a derrick, orery ‘“‘Yo 
heave!’’ while lifting another block to its ele- 
vation. Though it be seemingly a small work 
and a brief work, itisa work that shall last 
forever. In the last day many a man and wo- 
man whose work has never been recognized 
on earth will come toaspecial honor. The ecu- 
menica)] council, now in session at Washing- 
ton, the representatives of 50,000,000 Methio- 
dists in all parts of the earth, will at every 
session do honor to the memory of John Wes- 
ley, but I wonder if any of them will think to 
twist a garland for the memory of humble 
Peter Bohler, the Moravian, who brought 
John Wesley into the kingdom of God. I re- 
joice that allthe thousands who have 
been toiling on the pyramid of righteous- 
ness will at last be recognized and re 
warded—the mother who brought her 
children to Christ, the Sabbath teacher 
who brought her class to the knowledge of 
the truth, the unpretending man who saved a 
soul. Then the trowel wil! be more homored 
than the scepter. Asa great battle was going 
on the soldiers wera ordered to the front, and 
asick man jumped out of the ambulance in 
which he was being carried to the hospital. 
The surgeon asked him what he meant by 
getting out of the ambulance when he was 
sick and almost ready to die. The soldier an- 
swered: ‘Doctor, Iam going tothe front. I 
had rather die on the field than to die in an 
ambulance.” Thank God,if we cannot do 
much we can do a little. 

Further, carrying out the idea of my 
text,.the pyramid is a sign and a witness that 
big tombstones are not the best way of keeping 
one’s self affectionately remembered, ‘This 
pyramid and the sixty-nine other pyramids still 
standing were built for sepulchres, all this 
great pile of granite and limestone by which 
we stand today, to cover the anemory ofa 
dead king. It was the great West- 
minster abbey of the ancients. Some 
say that Cheops was the king who built his 
pyramid, out it is uncertain. Who was Cheops, 
anyhow? All that the world knows about him 
could be told in afew sentences. The only 
thing certain is that he was bad and that he 
shutup the temples of worship and that he 
was hated so thatthe Egyptians were glad 
when he was dead. This pyramid of rock, 
740 feet each side of the square base and 450 
feet high, wins for him no respect. If a bone 
of his arm or foot had been found in the sar- 
cophagus beneath the pyramid, it would havé 
excited no more yeneration than the skelton 
of acamel bleaching on the Libyan desert; 
yea, less veneration, for when I saw the car- 
cass of a camef by the roadside on the way to 
Memphis, I said to myself: ‘Poor thing, I 
wonder of what it died.” We say 
nothing against the marble or the 
bronze of the mecropolis, Let all that 
sculpture and _  florescence and _ arbor- 
escence can do forthe places of the dead be 
done, if means willallowit. But if after one 
is dead there is nothing ieft to remind the 
world of him but some pieces of stone, there is 
but littie left. Some of the finest monuments 
are over people who amounted to nothing 
while they lived, while some of the worthiest 
men and women have not had above them a 
stone big enough to tell their name. Joshua, 
the greatest warrior the world ever saw, no 
monument; Moses, the greatest lawyer that 
ever lived, nomonument; Paul, the greatest 
preacher that ever lived, no monument; 
Christ, the Savior of the world and the rapture 
of heaven, no monument. A pyramid over 
scoundrelly Cheops, but only a shingle with a 
lead pencil epitaph over many a good man’s 
grave.

Ireland and the Future. 

It will bea pitiful outcome of all the work 
that has been done during the past twenty 
years by Parnell and the ether Irish lead- 
ers, if, instead of patriotic unity in behalf 
of the cause of Ireland, there is to be a 
wrangle between the two factions which 
sprung into existence as the result of Mr. 
Parnell’s mistakes and misfortunes. 

Now that the great Irish leader is dead, 
there is no longer a question of Parnell and 
anti-Parnell. Such an issue at thistime or 
at any time hereafter would be a fatuous 
exhibition of weakness and wrong-headed- 
ness, and would assuredly injure the Irish 
cause. ‘There is but one issue in Ireland 
and there ought to be but one faction—a 
faction composed of the whole people work- 
ing together in unity and harmony in be- 
half of Irish home rule. 

It was natural that bitter feelings should 
have been revived by the death of Mr, Par- 
nell. But some of the symptoms of that 
bitterness run contrary to the best interests 
of Ireland. There isa proposition, for in- 
stance, coming from those who imagine that 
they represent Mr. Parnell, to renounce all 
connection with the Gladstone party—the 
liberal element in British politics. This 
would be a fatal stroke of policy. The 
coajition which Mr. Parnell was enabled 
to make with the liberals was the result 
of years of patience, tact and diplomacy, 
and was the crowning act of VParnell’s 
career. It practically took the Irish ques- 
tion out of Ireland and made it a burn- 
ing issue in English politics. For the Irish, 
in a fit of petulence, or for any other con- 
ceivable reason, to surrender the advantage 
which Mr. Parnell worked so long and so 
hard to obtain would be to commit political 
suicide. Parnell saw and Mr. Gladstone 
sees that the Irish question will have to be 
settled in England, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that the settlement will be 
satisfactory to Ireland provided the Irish 
people maintain the unity and organization 
which Parnell brought about. 

It seems to us that Irish-Americans have 
a duty to perform in this matter which 
ought not to be neglected. They have it in 
their power to bring a salutary pressure to 
bear on their brethren in the Emerald Isle 
in behalf of unity, and they owe it to Ireland 
to make their influence felt in this direc- 
tion. Great as Parnell was the Irish ques- 
tion is greater, and it ought to command 
the hearty loyalty and unselfish patriotism 
of every Irishman and of all lovers of 
liberty.

Coinage and Legal Tender Values. 

The New York Evening Post is a very 
superior paper in some respects, and its 
editorial columns are full of evidences of the 
scholarship that is prone to assume an atti- 
tude of superciliousness, This gives to the 
utterances of its editors a certain oracular 
tone that is frequently both forcible and at- 
tractive; and it is sometimes very useful, 
for itenables The Post to dispose of em- 
barrassing questions with an air of authority 
that leaves little to be desired. 

THE CONSTITUTION has been making a 
serious effort to consult this oracle on the 
silver question, but it waves us off with an 
imperious gesture that would do credit to 
the Ahkoond of Swatt. Alluding to the 
contention of THe CONSTITUTION that the 
free coinage of silver would bring the value 
of the bullion to $1.29 an ounce, The Even- 
ing Post says: ‘‘We think that it ought to 
be much plainer toa man who knows the 
difference between coinage value and legal 
tender value than to mankind in general.” 
This crushing rebuke is aimed at us because 
THE CONSTITUTION suggested that when 
the mints were opened to silver, coinage 
value and legal tender value would be added 
The Post 
suggests in itshigh and mighty way that 
coinage value and legal tender value are one 
and the same. Nevertheless, the coinage 
value is expressed in the government's 
Stamp, which is a guarantee of weight and 
fineness—it is further expressed in the 
ability of any owner of bullion to carry it to 
the mints and have this government stamp 
impressed on the coins which may. be pro- 
duced therefrom. ‘The legal tender value is 
beyond ani above the coinage value—a 
thing apart. 

With an excess of superciliousness, The 
Evening Post inquires: ‘*Why should it 
be necessary to have any metal at all for 
money?” ‘That, is, indeed, a significant 
question, and it is one which The Post and 
its monometallist friends will have toanswer 
if they insist on the single gold standard. 
The defeat of free coinage means a renewal 
of the fiat money crusade, and The Post 
and its friends are furnishing some admir- 
able arguments to that end. 


As to Blue Laws. 

Baltimore and Pittsburg are suffering 
from an epidemic of blue laws. In the for- 
mer city laws which were supposed to have 
died of old age and general debility a cen- 
tury ago, have been revived and put to the 
test, and are now in active operation. 

Life in Baltimore, at this time, must be a 
solemn affair onthe Sabbath day. A death- 
like stillness pervades the streets; the 
rumbling of wagons is not heard; hack 
horses rest in the stables in sublime inactivity, 
and passengers leaving the trains are forced 
to walk tothe hotels; there is no smoke 
around the cigar stores, and the soda-water 
stands are closed for repairs; bootblacks 
have been driven from the streets, and un- 
shaved, unshined men are huddled together 
in the hotel lobbies, ‘‘muttering with inar- 
ticulate rage.’’ 

And now, it is said, that in Pittsburg, in 
the highly moral state of Pennsylvania, the 
only business concerns permitted to con- 


roads, blast furnaces, telegraph offices and 
newspaper printing houses, and it has been 
given out that an effort will be made to 
bring the law to bear against the printing 
and selling of newspapers on the Sabbath 
day. 

This is truly a sad state of affairs; but it 
cannot last long. While the Sabbath 
should be respected everywhere, the laws 
which the cranks in these cities are seeking 
to enforce are so partisan, so one-sided, that 
they must necessarily be short-lived and die 
by public consent. Thecranks, fortunately, 
are not in the majority. They have found 
a few rigidold laws on the statute books, 
and, because they were never repealed, they 
demand their enforcement, which “will be 
their death-knell. 

Blue laws are out of date inthis country, 
and the way to kill them is to enforce them. 
Let the good work go on! 


The Cotton Movement. 

In its weekly review of the cotton move- 
ment The New York Financial Chronicle 
says that the total receipts have 
reached $75,820 bales, against  299,- 
364 bales last week and 230,966 
bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the Ist of Septeinber, 1891, 
1,412,772 bales, against 1,440,828 bales for 
the same period of 1890, showing a decrease 
since September 1, 18091, of 28,056 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a_ total of 
158,853 bales, of which 95,924 were to Great 
Britain, 12,256 to France and 50,673 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 751,500 
bales. For immediate delivery the total sales 
foot up 1,344 bales, including 145 for export, 
1,199 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 8,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 675,929 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1890,an increase 
of 913,908 bales as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1880 and an _ increase of 
1,100,761 bales as compared with 1888. 

The interior stocks have increased during 
the week 66,994 bales, and are 109,455 bales 
more than at the same period last year. The 
receipts at all the towns have been 67,459 
bales more than the same week last year, 
and since September 1st there were 172,091 
bales more than for the same time in 1890. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1891, are 1,614,970 bales; 
in 1890 were 1,574,930 bales; in 1889 were 
1,459,649 bales. Although the receipts at 
the outports the past week’ were 375,820 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
was 442,814 bales, the balance going to in- 
crease the stocks at the interior towns. Last 
year the receipts from the plantations for 
the same week were 352,060 bales and for 
1889 they were 336,881 bales. 

There has come into sight during the 
week 500,617 bales, against 387,549 bales for 
the same week of 1890, and that the increase 
in amount in sight as compared with 
last year is 76,099 bales. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices from 
thesouth show thatthe weather has been 
quite cool at some points, but generally sat- 
isfactory for gatheringthe crop. Marketing 
has made very rapid progress, the aggregate 
week’s receipts at the ports being the heaviest 
on record,

THE MEN OF SEPTEMBER FOURTH, 

Interesting historical reminiscences of the men 
of September Fourth” appeared in The Gaulois, 
of Paris,on the anniversary of that date. The 
fate of some of the men whoa little more than a 
score of years ago, attracted the attention of the 
world is surprising indeed. 

“This is the twenty-first anniversary,” says The 
Gaulois, ‘of the revolution of September 4th. It 
is interesting ts learn what has become of those 
men who twenty-one years ago took possession of 
the courthouse and established the provisional 
government. That government consisted of Jules 
Favre, Gambetta, Pelletan, Emanuel Arago, Glais- 
Bizoin, Cremieux, ministers of justice; Jules 
Simon, Dorian, ministers of public works; Ad- 
miral Fourichon, marine minister; General Le 
Flo, minister 9f war; Ernst Picard, minister of 
finance; Magnin, minister of agriculture and 
flance; Henri Rochefort, who preceded Rampou a 
few days as minIster of the postal service, and 
Steenacker, director of the|telegraph service; Gen- 
eral Trochu, of the commission of national de- 
fence, acted as head of the government. 

“Today General Trochu is living in Tours and 
has been on the retired list for fifteen years ; Mag- 
nin is senator and governor-general of the Bank 
of France; Emanuel Arago is ambassador in 
Rome, and Jules Simon is senator. Etienne Ara- 
go, atthat time mayor of Paris, is now custodian 
of the Luxembourg museum; Uenri Rochefort is 
in exile. General Le Flo, who was ambassador 
for a short time in St. Petersburg, is dead, 
Jues Favre, Gambetta, Giais-Mizoin, Pelletan, 
Cremieux, Dorian, Admiral Fourichon and Ernst 
Picard have also died. M. Steenacker was a dep- 
uty until the election of 1889, when ;he retired to 
private life. 

“As mayor of Paris, Etienne Arago had Floquet 
and Brissonas assistants. Jules Ferry, the pres- 
ent senator, Andre Lavertujon andthe late M. 
Herold, prefect of the Scine, were secretaries of 
the government. 

“Clement, Laurier, Edmond, Valentine, M. En- 
gelhard, mayor ot Strasburg, M. Amede Ricard, 
fora time minister of theinterior,and formerly 
prefect of Deux-Sevres; M. Hippolyte Carnot, 
father of the president, formerly mayor of the 
eighth arrondissement, and senator, and Henri 
Martin, mayor of the sixteenth arrondissement, 
must also be numbered ainong the dead. 

“Among those still living many are in active po- 
liticallife. Wementioned already Floquet, Juies 
Ferry, Magaoin, Jules Simon and Brisson. Frey- 
cinet was made prefect of Tarn et Garonne by the 
government of Septemberith. He did not accept 
the office, however, as he was a member of the 
ministry of war. 

“On the same date Le Roye was nominated pro- 
curator goneral of Lyons; Clemencau, mayor of 
the eighteenth arrondissement; Tirard, mayor of 
the second arrondissement; Banc, mayor of the 
ninth arrondissement; Rene Goblet, procurator 
general of Amiens, and Anton Proust. private sec- 
retary of Gambetta, Spuller, Riynal and Maze 
were also appointed prefects, today they are dep- 
uties or senators; Albert Christophle, now gov- 
ernor of the Credit Foncier, occupied a similar po- 
sition. 

“Others again have disappeared—some provis- 
ionaiiy, some definitely—from the political arena. 
Among these are Andrieux, at first prosecutor 
general of the republicat Lyons, and later prefect 
of police, ambassador in Madrid, and deputy from 
Vasses-Alpes; De Keratry, prefect of police, and 
Allain-Targe, pretect on September 4, for a time a 
minister and now a deputy.”

The Confederate Veterans’ annual memorial 
services were appropriately observed at the 
Central Presbyterian church last evening. 

The spacious hal! and gallery of the church 
were crowded. White-haired soldiers, battle- 
scarred veterans, and the more fortunate of 
the warriors in gray, with their friends, 
gathered to do honor to the memory of those 
who have fallen within the past year. 

The services were simple, yet most eloquent 
and impressive. The large audience listened 
attentively to the services, and found them 
unusually interesting. Judge W. L. Calhoun, 
president of the local association, presided. 

The veterans occupied the seats in the center 
section of the church, directly in front of the 
pulpit. Their departed comrades, as read by 
the secretary, Mr. John F. Edwards, were:

The annual 
memorial services were referred to by him, 
and he showed to his brother veterans that 
these occasions were fast drawing to an end, 
and the time for continued service in behalf 
of their country and of God was rapidly grow-

he sermon by Dr. J. B. Hawthorne fol- 
lowed. His words were spoken with earnest- 
ness, and never did an audience listen more 
eagerly or with more appreciation to a dis- 
course so superb. Thedivine gave a definition 
of true patriotism, using the words from 
Deuteronomy, xxxiv, 8: “The children of 
Israel wept for Moses,’’ as his text. A glow- 
ing tribute was to the gallantry and to the re- 
ligious character of confederate soldiery, their 
Christian and heroic efforts. 

Dr. Hawthorne’s Sermon. 

In the course of his remarks the eloquent di- 
vine said: 

We have the sanction of divine precept and ex- 
ample for the tributes which we pay toour virtu- 
ous and noble dead. Jesus Christ wept at the 
grave of his friend. 

In his oration over those brave Athenians who 
fell in the Peloponnesian war, Pericles said: ‘‘Jus- 
tice requires to pay superior honors to the men 
who devoted their lives to their country.’’ I am 
persuaded that this sentiment is as strung today 
in the breast of thetrue American as it was in the 
heart of the ancient Athenian. 

We are not here todayto deify our dead com- 
rades. Weare here tocommemorate their ‘noble 
deeds and resplendent virtues. Weshould honor 
our fallen braves, not only because itis justice to 
them, but for the ennobling influence of all such 
service upon ourselves and our posterity. 

Weowe it to ourselves,to tne rising genera- 
tion at our firesides, and to generations yet un- 
born, to preserve and magnify the naimes of the 
men who laid down their precious lives on their 
country’s altar. Wecannot be‘forgetiul of them 
without inflicting, injury npon ourselves, our 
children, and our children’s children. 

Mark Antony, standing by the dead body of 
his royal master, inthe presence of the Roman 

eople, said: ‘I come to bury Cwsar, not to praise 

im.’’ My countrymen, we can do more than bury 
our fallen ,heroes; .we can praise. thei. 
We can face the people among whom they 
lived and claim for them the homage and 
admiration of the world. We can make 
annual pilgrimages to their graves, and cover the 
sod beneath which their ashes sleep with earth’s 
loveliest and sweetest flowers. We can record 
their names on towering monuments of imperish- 
able stone, and celebrate their valorous deeds in 
the rapturous effusions of immortal song, because 
they were not selfish. They suffered, anu died for 
us and our posterity. 

Tain sometimes confronted by a cold- hearted, 
self-seeking, common-worshiping man, who 
“wants to know what good wil! inure to us from 
allthis sentiment?” My reply to all such ques- 
tions is, thatthe poorest, weakest and meanest 
country on God's footstool is the country without 
sentiment. A nation without sentiment is a na- 
tion without virtue, without character, without 
aspiration, without power and without self-re- 
spect. Who, that has one fiber of true manhood 
left in him, would wish to live in such a country? 

Patriotism, in its last analysis, is the love of 
one section, one spot of earth, more than any 
other. All honor to the man who loves his own 
section more than any other section, his mother 
state more than any other state, his own neighbor- 
hood more than any other neighborhood, and his 
own home more than any other home. That sen- 
timent deserves and will receive the endorsement 
and applause of every patriotic mind. 

I shall doubtiess have your approval if I con- 
sume whatremains of thetime alloted to this 
service in speaking of the religious deportment of 
the confederate suidiery. My ownexperience as 
an army Chaplain and missionary is replete with 
thrilling illustrations of the subject. 

I am sure that it is notan exaggeration to jsay, 
that since the days of the aposties there has been 
on no “tented fleid’’ such manifestations of God’s 
saving power and grace, as were seen through 
three vears in the Army of Northern Virginia. 

The history of this country will contain noth- 
ing more beautitul in the line of Christian benev- 
olence than some of the deeds of our confederate 
soldiery. Thousands of those brave men who had 
in health and vigor professed faith in Christ, 
proved by their meekness and patience in suifer- 
ing, and joy in death, that their professions were 
not @purious, 

Christian men and patriots, there is nothing of 
which we are more profoundly conscious than the 
immortality of these men.

Apropo to the opening of the exposition and 
the unveiling of the monument of Henry Ww. 
Grady is a story told by a gentleman who was 
ene of his intimate friends. 

Mr. Grady was the spirit of the Piedmont 
exposition of 1887. His associates in the 
management of that exposition unanimously 
give him the credit of writing it and talking 
it into a success. 

After the movement was well under way, 
and it was found necessary to push the work 
rapidly, the eighteen or twenty directors found 
themselves with a pay roll of $1,800 to meet. 
They had gone down into their pockets to 
some depth, and when it dawned upon them 
that they would have a large current expense 
account every week, they had to do some hard 
thinking. There came a day when the 
treasury had only $300 with which to meeta 
$1,800 labor bill the nextday. The directors 
were called together, and the first dozen or 
fifteen who arrived began to feel pretty blue 
when they realized how large an enterprise 
they had engaged in. 

As one ofthe board tells the story, the 
gentlemen were all gloomy when Mr. Grady 
arrived. They had been carried into 
it largely on his enthusiasm, and 
when confronted by this situation their state 
of mind was not the most jovial of their lives 
by a long ways. Well, Mr. Grady entered and 
the situation was explained, After hearing 
it all, his face ligted up and he exclaimed: 

‘Mr. Jay Gould has some spare money 
which he desires to invest, and on this occa- 
sion I shall take the liberty of representing 
him as financial agent.”’ 

He went on in his Grady-esque style and the 
drollery of his manner and statements set the 
directors laughing heartily. He concluded 
with a proposition about in these words: 
**Each of us will sign a note for $1,000 paya- 
ble in sixty days. I will take the twenty notes 
to a bank, raise the money on them, and when 
they fall due we will pay them with the pro- 
ceeds of the exposition.’’ He thereupon pro- 
ceeded to draw from a pocket the notes already 
prepared and ready to be signed. Each di- 
rector signed one, Mr. Grady had them dis- 
counted, and when they matured the exposi- 
tion had madethe money to paythem. To 
the great satisfaction of the directors they did 
not have to go down in their pockets for a 
single dollar after that meeting first alluded to.

The admiring interest which the people of 
the north and west felt in Mr. Grady im- 
pressed every southerner who traveled in 
either of those sections during the last year or 
twoof his life. This was not confined to New 
York and Boston, but in Maine, in Ohio, in 
Iowa and on the Pacific coast his name was a 
common theme. How Georgians were plied 
with questions about him! Ido not remem- 
ber ever having been introduced as a Geor- 
gianinany state north or west during the 
years 1888 and 1889, that some inquiry was 
not made about Henry Grady. No man ever 
had the ears of the people of this country as he 
had. There wasa general desire, extending 
over the whole land, to see him, to hear him 
and to know him.

The foundation walls are now nearly com- 
pleted, and in a few days work will begin on 
the superstructure, which promises to be one 
of the handsomest buildings in the city.

STATION HOUSE GOSSIP. 


Detectives and Patrolmen Will Ride Free. 
Handsome New Uniforms. 


The differences between the police force and 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company 
have been adjusted. - 

Captain English and Chief Connolly held a 
pleasant conference with Superintendent 
Matilack, of the street railway company, 
Saturday afternoon. The gentlemen discussed 
the differences regarding the transportation of 
policemen and detectives not in full uniform 
in all their details and features. 

Captain English explained fully the condi- 
tions of the matter as he understood it. 

It was agreed by the Consolidated Street 
Railway Company to furnish the city detec- 
tive force with regular pass cards, which will 
be- issued at once. 

Mr. Matlack said, as to the station keepers 
and others connected with the police depart- 
ment who are not at all times to wear full uni- 
forms, that satisfactory transportation arrange- 
ments would be provided for them. 

The city officials found Superintendent Mat- 
lack a pleasant and fair gentleman, and the 
conference was a most pleasant one. This, no 
doubt, settles definitely and entirely the dif-

The first stery will be built of rough-faced 
stone work, heavy and substantial. 

Above this the walis will be of pressed 
brick, with trimmings of buff brick, terra cotta 
and stone, and will be six stories high, front- 
ing 104 feet on Peachtree street, and running 
back 100 feet in depth. 

Jeyond this comes the kitchen, serving 
rooms and servants’ quarters. 

The first story will have three stores and 
will also contain the offices, reception rooms 
toilet rooms, etc., of the hotel. 

The office is very conveniently arranged 
with separate entrances for the geueral public 
and Jadies, each through wide and deep vesti- 
bules. Inthe main otlice a large open fire- 
place, with carved seats on either side, sepa- 
rated from the oflice proper with light and 
graceful arches, and forming an inglenook, 
will add greatly to the beautiful effect of this 
room. Off from the main 
reception room, a grand stairway and elevator 
lead to the floors above. 

All of the wood work in the offices, recep- 
tion rooms and the arches, etc., is to be of 
quarter-sawed oak, and the floors will be laid 
with encaustic tile. 

On the second floor, frontingon Peachtree 
street, are the large double parlors with a bal- 
cony infront. Aisoon this tloor will be the 
large dining room and private dining room, or 
ladies’ ordinary, and a thildren’s dining room. 
These rooms will be made as attractive as 
money can inake them. 

Adjoining the hall on this floor will be an 
open court, in which there will be a fountain, 
numerous flowers and growing palms, and all 
rooms on this floor, as well as the floors above, 
will be divided into suites, each having its 
own private bathroom, and all tobe finished 
inoak, cherry and other hard woods. 

The sixth tloor, or rather roof story, will con- 
tain a large ballroom, supper room, conserva- 
tory, and in connection with these, an open- 
air garden for plants and flowers of every char- 
acter. in the basement will be located the 
heating apparatus, fuel rooms, etc. 

The kitchen annex in the rear will be about 
wvx30 feet, three stories igh, and will contain 
every convenience known, or to be found in a 
first-class hotel. 

Altogether, this hotel will contain about one 
hundred and twenty-five rooms, and each room 
will be well lighted—in fact, all having out- 
side lights. 

The plans have been very carefully ar- 
ranged, and contain everything that can add 
convenience and luxury to the building. 

This grand structure will typify the onward 
march of Atlanta, and when completed will 
doubtless be one of the finest hostelries in the 
south.

From The Tribune of Rome, 

Yesterday's mail brought the following com- 
munication from Rey. Sam Small. With a 
desire to deal fairly with every one, The 
Tribune of Rome cheerfully tomplies with 
Mr. Small’s request that the whole matter be 
published in these columns. 

The communication is from Boston, Mass., 
where Mr. Small now is: 


Tothe Editor of The Tribune of Rome—Last 
evening a reporter of The Boston Globe called 
upon me to ask the facts about the telographed 
sensation story from Rome of “a conflict between 
Sam Jones and the judge.” I courteously told 
him that I knew nothing more than I had seen in 
the papers since I left Georgia, except what oc- 
curred in Rome while [ was there, and about 
which I had written fully tothe grand jury. I 
handed him the Atlanta papers containing reports 
of the Rey. Sam Jones’s uppearance before the 
grand jury in Rome, and told him they were the 
facts as far as I knew them. 

[ was amazed beyond expression this morning 
to read in The Globe the tolliowtane article: 

“WiLt MAKE ROME HOWL. 

“SAM SMALL SAYS VICE RUNS THE GEORGIA TOWN, 
“WOMEN ARE AS BAD AS THE MEN AND 
ALL ARE SINNERS. 

‘ue WILL NOT RETURN UNTIL SPRING, WHEN HF 

WILL WAGE WAR.” , 

Kev. Sam Smail predicts a repetition of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 

“Official wickedness and corruption in high 
life,” says he, “are rampant. The channels of 
legislation are impregnated with vice, the en- 
forcement of the law is impeded by organized 
bribery; in fact, there is nothing left for an hon- 
est man but to bie himself away to a monastery 
to escape the influences of ordinary civilization.” 

He talked to a Globe reporter last night at the 
United States hotel, upon his return from deliver- 
ing a discourse on the virtues of the prohibitory 
party at Jainaica Plain, 

lie said it was truethat hehad been sum- 
moned by the authorities of Georgia, but he would 
pay no attention to it. 

“lam here,” said he, “and Iwill get back with 
Mr. Jones when the prohibitory contest 15 ram- 
pant there next spring. We will make a fight for 
prohibition, and expect to win.

Gossip Gathered Saturday in the Various 
Departments. 


In the county court Saturday was a decid- 
edly off day, as Saturday usually is. 

At 9 o'clock there was a largely attended 
bar meeting in the superior court.
